If they have
any sense of their misdecds they w ill give the Ely-
sing Fielde a wide berth, and lade their headsin Tar-
taris, ratber than encounter the kindly magician,
whose book they have drowned in the depths of
their own stupidity, snd whose stall they have cut
dowa into & eruich to help theirown hobblings and
stumblings.

Euwe and Pope, sod Theobald and Hanwmer, end
Warburton and Jobnson, aud Capell and Steevens,
sed Malone and Boswell, sud Collier and Dyes,
snd Halliwell, and all the rest of them, how fow
were worthy of the task they undertook, of pateh-
ing the garments and cliuting the shoes of the great
poct!

T'bis was
provided for by the death of Mr. Rodd, in whose
memory slone the souree whonee it enme reposed.
Dutif it hod come in this way to Mr. Rodd's pos.
seasion, is it credible that, aiter the public atten.
tion Lad been so strongly exeited to the question of
its history and authenticity, that its former owner
would pot huve came forward with the necessary
explenations?  Itis ecarcely possible & man could
lieve sent such 8 book to be sold without koowing
what it wan, and there is noimaginable resson why
ke sbould not have helped to elucidate the mystery,
and every reason why be should.  Then it requires
the brass of 8 Shakespearesn eommentator to ask
un to believe that a Shakespesriolator, like Mr,
Collier, eould have looked through ths volume
in search of what he wanted, and not have

potieed  the cimendations, when they ware,
o sn wverage, thirty to a page or there-
shouts. And, then, that he should haive

digenvered them, for the first time, after the only
wittess of the way how he got the book bad gore
to his last secount ! These ara the improbabilitivs
which Mr. Collier bas to overcoms before he can
elonr himsell from the suspicions inevitably attend-
nut on his story, It did not peed the microscopic
eyes of the puleograpbers of the British Museum
to dissern these patent objections to the veraaity
of the Verkins folio,  Their explorations, however,
bave put the fact of the forgery of the notes
bheyord a peradventure, and ohliged Me, Collier to
elect between the suspicion of having made this
elnborate forgery for the purpose of palming off his
own tieorics of text oo this pretext of cotempo-
rary emendation, and the acknowledgment of hav-
ing been the rendy dupe of this laborious hoax,
such a8 its operose inventor eould hardly have
boped for. Ile hus preferred that the dilemma
should toss bim on the latter of its horas. Bug
whether the Shakespearean public will aceept this
ns o sufficient panscea for the pestilent eonfusion
ke has stirred up in their ranke, and eapecially that
pert of it which reeeived his heresics as gospel,
